Licatenaut  Daocnhowcr's  nnrrati\  c, 
giren  in  the  New  York  Ilcrnlil,  niter 
describing  tlio  bonl  voyage  trom  (bo 
plare  where  the  Jcaauctto  sank,  nnd 
the  .storm  in  which  the  bonis  parted 
company,  proceeds : 

At  day  light  there  were  no  boata  tu 
sight,  when  the  gale  wns  still  raging. 
Wo  got  under  way  vilhont  getting  a 
sea  nhrond.  und  stood  to  tho  westward, 
and  by  8  p.  m.  were  nhle  to  haul  up 
WDtb^oiithwcst,  on  which  course  v 
stood  during  tlic  night.  Tlio  second 
night  wns  moro  comfortable,  but  still 
we  were  nil  very  wet ;  hut  we  were  per- 
fectly safe.  I  hiy  down  lor  an  hour 
obrenst  the  forc-nin>t  while  Melville  re- 
lieved mc,  but  could  not  sleep, And  soou 
returned  to  my  old  place.  AtC  o'clock 
on  the  morning  ol  the  1-lth  I  gave  or- 
ders to  prepare  brcaklast,  and  a  few 
minntcs  later  we  were  surprised  by  the 
boat  tuking  the  ground  in  two  leet  or 
water.  Wo  hacked  off,  aud  I  recom- 
mended stauding  to  the  eastward:  ] 
had  reckoned  that  when  wo  rouuded  to 
wo  were  nbout  fitly  mdos  off  Uarkin, 
oar  dcslinntioti ;  that  wo  had  drifted  al 
least  fifteen  miles  to  tlio  southwest  dur- 
ing the  gale,  and  that  we  had  run  about 
twenly- lire  miles  during  the  i 
that  we  were  on  the  shoals  north  ofltar- 
kin.  1  said  tlmt  if  we  Mood  to  tlio  wect 
we  would  have  no  show,  but  that  if  wo 
went  cost  until  deep  water  was  reached 
and  then  stood  due  south  to  the  high- 
lands of  the  coast,  we  would  find  plenty 
ol  water  and  a  good  landing  plncc. 
Melville  was  o(  course  in  rornmaud.bui 
he  relied  on  my  judgement.  a»  ho  did  in 
all  other  emergencies. 

Battled  thought  he  saw  n  law  beach 
with  logs  upon  it.  I  then  told  him  to 
take  another  good  look, nnd  then  he  said 
bethought  he  was  mistaken.  It  was  only 
n  smooth  pntch  of  wntcr  nmoug  the 
shoals.  Wo  noticed  thnt  the  water 
was  only  brackish,  and  that  there  was 
a  thin  shim  of  young  ice  near  us.  We 
stood  to  the  eastward,  occasionally  feel- 
ing our  war  >outh,  bnt  we  always 
touched  the  ground  quickly  when  mov- 
ing in  that  direction.  I  noticed  that  there 
was  a  very  strong  easterly  set  hero. 
The  winds  were  light  and  wmtherly  ; 
w«  stood  all  night  about  cast-southeast, 
and  early  next  morning  got  nine  liith- 
oms.  I  then  recomended  stoerintr,  dns 
south, but  Melville  wanted  to  go  south- 
west, because  that  was  the  captain's 
coursc,so  I  assented  and  shaped  a  south- 
west course,  which  we  continued  to 
steer  until  the  morning  of  Sept.  17. 
The  winds  were  light,  and  we  oltcn  had 
to  pull  the  bont.  At  daylight  we  got 
ten  leet  of  water,  and  soon  alter  saw  a 
low  bench.  We  made  two  attempts  to 
laud  through  the  breakers,  but  conld 
not  get  within  a  mile  ol  the  shore. 
The  land  trended  north  and  south,  and 
I  said  that  we  were  evidently  south  of 
Borkin,  and  that  if  there  was  water 
enough  we  might  fetch  it  thai  night 
from  the  southward,  us  wo  hud  n  good 
breeze  abont  cus«.  With  a  view  to 
finding  the  capiain  and  Chipp,  we  stood 
np  tbo  coast,  hoping  to  rcaeh  Uarkin 
before  dark.

I 
had  taken  the  precaution  Hoc  during 
that  time  to  pull  of.  my  moccn>ins  to 
wring  out  my  slock'nigc  and  to  no!  my 
leet  in  order  to  restore  (adulation.  \ 
advised  the  others  to  do  the  *Uiuc-  hut 
they  unlortunutcly  did  nor  tako 
the  advice.  I  nlso  beat  the  devil's  lot- 
too  almost  ull  the  time  to  keep  up  th. 
circurlutiou  to  the  next  moruing  I  was 
the  beat  man  in  the  party  on  my  feet. 

After  going  lo  the  uortliwnrd  abou 
thirty  minutes  we  saw  two  low  points 
ol  swamp  land,  and  it  was  cvideut  Unit 
wc  were  at  the  mouth  of  u  swump  river. 
Wo  bad  a  talk,  and  I  ndviecd  getting 
ashore  as  quickly  as  potsihlo  and  drying 
onr  things  out.  So  we  entered  this 
river  with  u  leading  wlud,  the  current 
being  very  strong.  Wc  got  as  much  us 
five  fathoms  in  the  middle  of  the  river, 
but  it  shoaled  very  rapidly  on  cither 
side  of  raid-channel.  It  was  lour  or 
five  miles  wide,  bnt  wc  could  nut  get 
within  a  mite  of  cither  beach.  I  ad- 
vised standing  up  the  river  until  noon, 
and  then  to  decide  fully  what  wc  should 
do.  When  that  lime  arrived,  1  said, 
"Wc  are  probably  iu  a  swamp 
cither  twenty  or  forty  miles  south  of 
Uarkin."  The  wind  was  cast, 
wc  turned  back  wc  would  have 
out,  hut  would  huvc  tho  current 
lavor.

The  Ireud 
ol  the  ri»er  oorrcapouilcd  pretty  well 
with  the  coast  outlet,  and  If  wc  could 
find  an  Inland  about  W)  mil,-,  up  alrcam 
It  would  doubllrar  prove  that  we  were 
iu  that  place.  Ilartletl  said  tliut  lie  be- 
lieved such  a  vu«t  body  of  water  could 
uot  be  a  swamp  river:  it  vras  hljtgcr 
tlwuihe  Uisalasippi  at  Its  moulli.

We  saw  many  deer  tructs.espcci- 
illy  where  they    had  come  dowu  to 
vatcr  at  the  river ;  we  also  saw  another 
bnt  close  by  ou  a  small  flat.    We  then 
back  to  Melville,  and  soon  after 
started  out  with  tho  bont.      We  had 
splendid  luck  ;  we  struck  n  passage  and 
reached  the  deep  water.    Wc  passed  an 
Island  and  I  begau  to  think  that  Bart- 
lott  was  right.     Wc  proceeded  at  least 
miles  tuat  alteration  and  ot  dark  wo 
reached  a  poiut   abent  CO  leet  high, 
whore  wo  expected  the  river  to  turn 
due  south.     Here  wo  pitched  the  tents 
nnd  passed  the  night.    About  -1  o'clock 
ling  Itartlett  and  I  took  a  scoot, 
wo  largo  rivers  to  tbo  north- 
;  n  broad  river  coming  from 
the  south.    Wc  thought  wc  wore  at  the 
right  turning  point,  hut  were  not  sure, 
1  called  Melville  and  the  others 
and  ordered  tea  cooked.     The  wind 
fresh  from  the  west  nud  blowing 
t  on  the  beach.    Wc  had  breakfast 
and  thcu  I  look  the  well  men  and  load- 
ed the  boat.     Wc  stiuck  the  tents  at  the 
List  moment  and  ussistcd  Melville  and 
Leach  into  the  boat,  close  reefed  tlio 
sail  und  made  every  preparation  ror  get- 
ting the  boat  off  the  Ice  shore.  After 
difficulty  wc  succeeded  iu  doing 
ind  rue  elosc  hauled  ou  the  star- 
board tack    under  close  reefed  sail, 
standing  about  south-southwest  under 
the  lee  of  u  mud  flat.    I  was  at  the  helm 
and  Barllctt  on  the  bows  with  sounding 
pole.     Wc  saw  seven  reindeer  among 
tho  hills.bnt  did  not  stop  to  get 
About  eleven  we  snw  two  but 
west  bnnk  and  in  a  good  sitnnlion  for 
Iandins,soI  recommended  that  we  should 
get  ashore  and  dry  out  everything. 

It  was  Sunday.  September  18,aud  was 
IV  first  real  day  ol  rest  that  we  hud  ta- 
ken t-,1-  a  long  time.

Death  of  Hon.  Horace  Mayuord. 

A  Kuoxville,  Teun.,  despatch  says: 
Hen.  Horace  Maynard  died  suddenly 
"clock  Wednesday  morning  of 
heart  disensc.  He  got  uut  of  bed  nl 
that  hour,  telling  his  wile  he  felt  un- 
well, and  dropped  on  the  floor,  lie 
was  born  in  Westboro,  Mass.,  August 
30,  1814;  was  graduated  at  Amherst 
1838,  and  soon  ulterivard  emigrated 
Tennessee,  with  the  politics  and  pro- 
gress of  which  State  he  has  ever  since 
been  con<piciously  identified.  He  fil- 
tered the  University  of  East  Tennessee 
tutor,  and  subsequently  became 
Prolcssor  of  Mathematics.  During 
this  time  ho  was  engaged  in  the  study 
of  law.  and,  being  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1814,  devoted  himself  to  the  Jarge 
ind  lucrative  practice  which  at  ouco 
came  to  him. 

Maynard  held  a  uu  ruber  of  local 
offices,  was  a  Presidential  Kleetor  iu 
1852,  and  was  elected  n  Uoprcscutu- 
the  Thirty-filth  Congress.  Dur- 
ing tho  first  session  ol  (hat  Congress  he 
chairman  of  the  S|iccial  committee 
irestigatc  the  accouuts  of  William 
Cullom,  late  Clerk  of  (he  House  of 
Representatives,  und  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Claims.    He  w 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congrci 
serving  on  the  came  committees,  a 
also  to  tbc  Thirty-seventh  Cougrei 

his  loyalty  during  the  troubles  of 
18C1,  Mr.  Maynard's  property  was 
confiscated,  and  he  and  his  fnmily  were 
driven  from  tho  bomo  of  their  adoption. 

i  delegate  to  tbe  Baltimore 
Convention  of  18C4,  and  nflcr  the  war 
closed  in  1865  was  elected  again  lo 
Cougress  by  the  royal  people  ofTonucs- 
t  was  near  the  end  of  the  first 
of  that  Congress  (the  3'Jth), 
however,  before  be  was  admitted  to  his 
was  then  made  Ciiainnau  of 
tbe  Committee  on  Southern  ltailroads.

In  1870  Prcsidcut 
Grant  appointed  him  Minister  to  Tur- 
key, which  position  ho  occupied  until 
President  Hayes,  in  December,  1880, 
appoiutcd  him  Postmaster  (jcuerul. 
Since  the  expiration  ol  Mr.  Hayes1 
term , Judge  Maynard,as  lie  bus  been  com- 
monly called, bus  been  in  private  lilcnnd 
it  has  been  said  thnt  be  would  be  a  candi 
dato  for  the  United  States  Senate  be- 
fore the  next  Tennessee  Lcgislntnre. 

Mr.  Maynard  was  a  man  oftiuished 
cducaliou,  and  not  only  a  ripe  scholar, 
but  also  a  thorough  and  strong  lawyer. 
IIo  was  a  loroihle  nnd  clear  speaker, 
alwnys  entertaining  and  instructive, 
and  sometimes  rose  to  the  level  of  gen- 
uine eloquence.  His  patriotism  during 
the  period  of  the  rebellion  was  conspic- 
uous, and  wou  the  praise  of  the  luyiil 
Xorth  as  well  ns  tbo  hatred  of  tho  rebel 
p-css  and  people,  and  he  bus  always 
been  regarded  as  tho  rcprcseutulii 
Southern  Bepnblieau.

Air  and 
Electricity,  A  male  quartern;  com- 
posed of  Henry  Ytjung,  Fred  Ca|e, 
Websier  Hunt  and  Jeison  Wade.  (Mrs, 
UVhstcr  Hunt  as  organist),  who  had 
kindly  volunteered  their  services.  sang 
very  finely  five  choice  selections  dMr- 
•  )ng  Ihe  evening. 

Most  of  the  experiments  wefo  suc- 
cessfully preformed,  and  made  the 
subjects  presented  doubly  Interesting 
to  the  audience.  The  I'lnlosophital 
apparatus  used,  was  lliat  purchased 
from  the  procetds  of  entertainments 
given  by  the  school  during  {he  past 
two  years,  and  which  has  added  a  new 
interest  to  the  study  of  the  natural 
Sciences. 

The  first  part  of  the  evenl  pg 
devoted  to  Frictional  Electricity, 

Miss  Mabel  Colo,  of  the  Senior 
Class,  introduced  the  subject  by  a 
fine  essay  on  Electricity.  Gardner 
Bates  described  Holtz  Electrical  ma- 
chine upon  the  table  before  him,  and 
also  gave  a  history  of  the  Leyden  Jars 
The  following  experiments  were  then 
performed  by  Henry  T.  Jtailey  and 
Ernest  Brown  of  the  Senior  Class. 
Dancing  Images,  Electric  Bells,  Ii 
lated  Stool,  Charging  and  Discharging 
Leyden  Jar,  Representation  of  zigzag 
lightning,  Mizar's  plate.  The  expla- 
nations of  the  above  experiments  were 
well  and  clearly  made  by  Miss  Annie 
Edson  of  tho  Junior  Class.  Anyone 
from  the  audience  was  then  invited 
to  come  forward  and  stand  upon  the 
insulating  stool  and  be  filled  with  elec- 
tricity ;  and  Mr.  Elmer  Jenkins  took 
hold  of  the  chain.  It  was  soon  found 
that  he  was  well  fortified  against  the 
assaults  of  any  who  dared  to  touch 
him,  a  spark  being  drawn  from  his 
hands  and  face  at  the  touch  of  a  fin- 
ger. Miss  Jennie  Seavems  after- 
wards stood  upon  the  stand,  and  was 
kissed  by  her  Schoolmate  Miss 
Alice  Northey,  who  experienced  a 
sensation  in  this  maik  of  affection 
such  as  she  had  never  felt  before. 

The  second  part  of  the  entertain- 
ment illustrated  some  of  the  pheno- 
mena of  Air.  Hie  subject  was  intro- 
duced with  an  essay,  by  Willard  L. 
Bailey  of  the  Junior  Class,  on  Air,  and 
its  chemical  and  physical  properties. 

Fred  T.  Bailey  then  described  the 
Air  pump  on  the  table  before  him,  and 
then  stepping  to  the  blackboard  In 
three  minutes  produced  a  large  and 
exact  diagram  showing  the  action  of 
the  valves  in  the  pision  and  cylinder. 
The  life-like  representation  of  a  mouse 
under  the  receiver  was  loudly  applau- 
ded. 

The  following  experiments  were 
performed  ;  Magdeburg  Hemispheres ; 
Bladder  Gla«s,  (not  a  success  ;)  Guinea 
and  Feather  Tube  ;  and  Bottle  Imp. 

The  explanations  of  the  experi- 
ments on  air,  were  made  by  Miss 
Alice  Northey. 

The  school  will  give  another  Scien- 
tific Entertainment  next  Wednesday 
cyeuing  M ay  24th,  when  the  properties 
of  Oxygen,  Nitrogen,  Hydrogen  and 
Carbonic  Acid  will  be  illustrated,  and 
vocal  music  interspersed,  by  the  High 
School  Choir.

We  often  hear  the  expression  "The 
people  of  Scituate  are  asleep." 
If  that  be  the  case,  I  should  think  it 
is  about  time  for  somebody  to  wake 
up.    Hut  I  deny  this  statement.  I 
hold  that  there  are  as  wide  awake  peo- 
ple in  Scituate,  as  in  other  towns,  even 
if  they  are  asleep,  they  have  a  cause. 
The  town  has  a  heavy  debt,  taxes 
re  seventeen  or  eighteen  dollars  on 
thousand,  and  business  is  not  very 
flourishing.  Why  is  the  town  in  debt  ? 
Why  are  taxes  so  high  ?  Why  is  not 
business    more    flourishing?  These 
questions  can  be  answered  in  one  short 


Scituate  is  a  victim  of  dishonesty 
When  the  Railroad  was  constructed, 
large  sum  of  money  was  invested  to 
build  that  portion  in  this  town.  Stock, 
course,  depreciated  in  value,  so  lfia;- 
ofthe  $75,000  which  were  invested 
mly  *5tOoo  were  ever  received  in  re- 
urn.    Now  if  that  was'nt  dishonesty, 
I  should  like  to  know  what  is.    If  a 
company  can  construct  $70,000  worth 
of  railroad,  honestly,  and  not  spend  a 
cent,  it  is  some  new  invention. 

lere  is  where  Scituate's  stupidity 
Had  it  not  have  been  for  the 
railroad  affair,  or  some  similar  disas- 
his  town  would  have  been  as  free 
from  debt  as  any  in  Plymouth  county. 
Its  taxes  would  have  been  lower  : 
1  excellent  high  school  might  have 
been  cheerfully  supported,  and  bu.i- 
ncss  would  undoubtedly,  have  been  in 
more  flourishing  condition.  Those 
who  have  money  cling  on  to  it,  be- 
:  they  do  not  wish  to  invest  in 
land,  taxes  are  so  high.    Young  men 
town  for  a  more  promising  field. 
In  fact,  every  thing  is  substantially 
different 

Perhaps  there  is  not  abetter  exam 
pie  of  the  effect  of  dishonesty,  any- 
where, than  the  town  of  scituate. 
The  town  never  can  be  in  a  florish- 
ing  state,  so  long  as  that  debt  re- 
s  nnpaid.  About  $4,000  are  ex- 
pended annually  for  interest.  The 
111  is  constantly  receiving  water, 
t  never  is  filled.  Likewise  is  this 
debt ;  it  is  an  everlasting  drawback,  a 
hinderance ,  and  an  ever  present  stum- 
bling block. 

If  persons  are  willing  to  take  such 
Jesponsibiliiies,  for  a  few  thousand 
dollars,      they    are    to  be  pitied. 

Many  a  gray  haired  man  is  toiling 
to  pay  these  taxes,  while  the  O.  C. 
K.  R.  company  is  pocketing  the  mor.-
